FOOD STRIKE 


Hunger With Plenty to 
Eat Underground—Ri- 


val to Hungarians 


STELLARTON, N.58., Feb, 22.— 
A hunger strike with lots to cat 
and plenty to drink is planned by 
&@ group of miners who object to 
the new wage contract proposed 
by the receiver-liquidators of the 


Acadia Coal Company, 

“The miners in Hungary went 
down into the mines. They stayed 
down for hours. The miners of 
Nova Scotia can do the same,” says 
an unsigned circular letter being 
distributed here, 

“There has been a secret commit- 
tee appointed in the Allan shaft and 
the back mines and it is left to 
them to decide when we will go 
down and how long we will stay 
down. 

“Fill your buckets, boys. Some of 
these fine mornings we are going 
down and will remain down until 
we get our demands. 

“If an officer of any union comes 
down in the mine we will s‘arve 
him to death. If a government in- 
vestigator comes down he will be 
lost forever. 

“We have decided that no further 
rebate will be taken from our 
pays.” ... “Do not forget to fill 
your lunch buckets and take plenty 
of water. This is our only chance 
to win.” United mine workers, 
strongest organization in the Pic- 
tou coalfield, indignantly repudiat- 
ed the letter as they prepargd to 
vote on the contract next Monday. 
The source of the letter hac not 
been learned but it was not taken 
seriously,

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 22. 
—Wiley Post; intrepid flier 
who started a sub-strato- 
sphere dash from Los An- 
geles to New York early 
today, was forced down 
without material damage to 
his plane at Muroc Dry lake, 
125 miles northeast of here, 
he advised the Lockheed

“Forced down at Muroc lake. No 
damage to plane except bent pro- 
peller plate,” Post advised the Air- 
craft Corporation here. “You can 
land alongside me with ease.” 

Officials said they were sending 
two ships with mechanics to enable 
the plane to be returned here, 

The 35-year-old former Texas 
farmboy, who lost the sight of one 
eye working in the Oklahoma oil 
fields, dropped his landing gear just 
after taking off, planning to land 
on a small six-foot wooden skid 
newly attached to his plane.

Japanese navy today order- 
ed the American tanker, 
Elizabeth Kellogg, to sub- 
mit to eamination Satur- 
day to determine whether 
its crew is guilty of espion- 
age on the fortress at the 
mouth of Toyo Bay. 

The tanker, although 
chartered by the Japanese 
Mitsui Company, is manned 
by a United States crew. 

En route from Yokohama 
toward Kobe, with its tanks 
half full of crude oil from 
California, it grounded this 
morning near the mouth of 
the bay. 

The skipper expected to 
refloat the Elizabeth Kel- 
logg with the next high 
tide, but because the ship 
had spent the day close to 
the fortresses, the suspi- 
cions of navy officials were 
aroused. 

They ordered the skipper 
to anchor off Yokosuka 
after refloating his vessel 
in order to permit the 
navy’s’ investigators to 
board the ship.

Noted Social Credit Spon- 
sor to “Untangle” Far- 


mer Affairs 


The Alberta government has 
been in touch with Major C. H. 
Douglas, founder of the social 
credit movement, since last 
August, Premier B. G. Reid said 
last night in announcing that the 
British engineer-economist will 
come to Alberta as “reconstruc- 
tion advisor” to the Alberta gov- 
ernment. . 
Since the annual convention of 
the U.F.A., Premier Reid said he 
had cabled an invitation to Major 
Douglas and a reply had been re- 
ceived accepting the invitation. 

Negotiations as to terms were pro- 
ceeding. 
FOR “UNTANGLING” 

“Major Douglas has been invited 
here with a view to untangling the 
situation in Alberta and giving 
sound advice.” 

What changes would be made on 
his advice remained undetermined. 
Major Douglas had made widely 
differing suggestions to the New 
Zealand government, to the Aus- 
tralian social credit body and to 
fecsrons of the scheme in Scot- 
land. 


CONVENTION IDEA 

At the U.F.A. convention in Cal- 
gary in January, a resolution was 
adopted with only two dissenting 
votes, asking the Alberta govern. 
ment to engage Major Douglas's 
services to suggest what initiatory 
steps towards social credit might 
be taken in the province, and also 
to draw up plans for the applica- 
tion of social credit principles in 
the dominion as a whole.

HITLER NOW

BERLIN, Feb. 22—Reichsfue- 
hrer Adolf Hitler conscripted 


Germany's cash yesterday to buy 
raw materials and consolidate 
debts. In one of the shortest laws 
passed by the Nazi government, 


the hunt for liquid assets was be- 
gun and will spare none upon 
whom the Reichsminster of fin- 
ance wishes to call for money. 

Lutz Schwerin-Von Krosigk, the 
finance chief, was given wide pow- 
ers {o secure funds through credits, 
and is limited only by the Fuehrer's 
personal estimate of the extent to 
which he should strip liquid assets 
from those who have them. 


TAKE LOANS, RESERVES 

Von Krosigk may go to banks and 
demand loans. He may go to private 
firms and individuals and insist up- 
on their parting with such cash re- 
serves as are not absolutely essen- 
tial to their well-being. 

Though official sources were sil- 
ent on this point, there was a wide- 
spread belief in financial circles 
that the government may to a cer- 
tain extent call upon Germans who 
still have bank accounts and sec- 
urities abroad, to make this form of 
exchange available to the Reich for 
the purchase of raw materials in 
return for government securities, in 
Reichsmarks, 


MUST “CONSOLIDATE” 

It is now up to Von Krosigk to 
make enough cash available to 
“consolidate” the débts incurred for 
public works and make sure Ger- 
many obtains enough raw materials 
for current needs,

Mackenzie K King vevus 
Wisdom of Test Before 
4,000 Persons Are Hired 
to Administer. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 22.—Liberals were 
Outvoted two to one in the House 
of Commons last night when they 
attempted to refer the govern- 
ment'’s unemployment — insurance 
scheme to the supreme court of| 
Canada to test its validity. 

In a surprise move, a few min- 
utes before the House adjourned for 
the night, Liberal Leader Macken- 
zie King proposed the court refer- 
ence before the act came into force. 
It was defeated 57-21 with Pro- 
¥ressives and Laborites standing 
with government supporters, solid 
in opposition. 

A few minutes earlier, Premier 
R. B. Bennett had envisioned a na- 
tional health insurance scheme. He 
said a conference of provincial 
health ministers would be called 
soon and that information and sta- 
tistics would be gathered by the 
commission administering the un- 
employment insurance fund, The 
insurance scheme, he said, would be 
a stepping stone to health insurance. 


WISDOM OF TEST 

Ever since the insurance bill was 
introduced, Liberals have claimed it 
will be a dead letter on the statute 
books because parliament has not 
the power to pass it. Last night, 
the Liberal leader suggested it 
would be better to secure the 
court's opinion first before hiring 
4,000 men and women to administer 
the act and accept contributions 
from workers. 

The Prime Minister reiterated his 
belief the act was within compet- 
ence of parliament and said he had 
no intention of referring it to the 
courts. It was objectionable to re- 
fer legislation to the courts. 


DEPENDS ON PROVINCES 

The Prime Minister intimated it 
would be some time before his 
health insurance scheme would be 
presented because of technical dif-! 
ficulties and the fact the British 


North America Act stipulated it was 
of provincial concern. But he said 
if the provinces were willing to 
waive their constitution rights he 
would act either independently of 
them or in co-operation, 

When the unemployment insur- 
ance bill was under consideration, 
Liberals and Progressives combined 
to criticise one section which em- 
powered the commission to gather 
data and statistics and to act in co- 
operation with the provinces in 
drafting a national health policy. 
This was unnecessary, they said, 
and the government could just as 
well delegate a stenographer to do 
it. 


DEMANDS ACTION 

“It is not information we want, it 
fs action,” exclaimed James S. 
Woodsworth, C.C.F, leader. 

Liberal Leader Mackenzie King 
gaid the government possessed all 
machinery it needed to gather the 
information. 

“I would not undertake to be 
responsible,” said the Prime Minis- 
ter, “for any scheme until more 
complete information is made avail- 
able than now exists, The extent to 
which the provinces will cooperate 
and co-ordinate their efforts with 
those of the Dominion must be de- 
termined.” 


HEALTH FOUNDATION 

Although opposition members of- 
fered to delete the health sections 
from the insurance bill, they were 
passed as introduced, “We are aim- 
ing at a national health policy,” 
said the Prime Minister, “and lay- 
ing the foundation for national 
health insurance.” 

Although the insurance bill was 
before the House most of the day, 
the debate was comparatively 
quiet. The Prime Minister declin- 
ed to abolish the advisory commit- 
tee that will oversee work of the 
commission, keeping track of the 
insurance fund solvency. 


VOLUNTARY SERVICES 

The advisory committee, said the 
Prime Minister, will have at least 
one woman on it and will be com- 
posed of people willing to offer 
their services voluntarily to the 
country. It was an attempt to di- 
vorce the insurance scheme from 
politics and the pressure that often 
results from “unfair drains being 
made on the resources of the fund 
through hasty and ill-advised ac- 
tion,” especially action arising from 
a desire to secure temporary popu- 
larity for those in power.

‘SENATE DEALS 
SETBACK TO 
RELIEF BILL 


Wage Amendment Forced 
Despite Roosevelt’s Veto 
Threat 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 22.—Despite 
the threat of a presidential veto, 
the United States Senate Thursday 
forced the McCarran prevailing 
wage amendment into President 
Roosevelt's $4,880,000,000 relief bill 
by the narrowest of margins—43 to 
43. 

So startling was the defeat hand- 
ed the government it left Democ- 
ratic leaders in a quandary as to 
the ultimate fate of the bill in con- 
gress. The White House was sil- 
ent concerning the setback. 

Some considered significant the 
fact the adverse vote came only a 
matter of minutes after the read- 
ing of a letter from President 
Roosevelt, giving assurance that 
wage scales in private industry 
would not be permitted to be low- 
ered because of the $50 a month 
“security wage” contemplated for 
relief workers. 

Some Senators gave credit to 
Huey Long of Louisiana for the 
administration defeat. Just before 
the vote was announced he secur- 
ed a pair for Senator L. J. Dickin- 
son, Iowa Republican, with Mrs. 
Hattie Caraway, Democrat from 
Arkansas, who was absent.

OTTAWA, Feb, 22.—Foundations 
for a national health policy and a 
national system of health insurance 
are contained in the unemployment 
insurance bill now well advanced 
towards final approval in the House 
of Commons. Prime Minister R. B. 
Bennett stated this last night, and 
at the same time refused to embark, 
as he said, blindly, on an immediate 
system of health insurance. 

Liberal and Labor members of 
the house directed renewed fire at 
various clauses of the bill when it 
was in committee of the whole last 
night and attacked particularly the 
clause which empowers the propos- 
ed employment and social insurance 
commission to collect information 
on health and draw up proposals 
for a health insurance scheme. They 
claimed the cause was useless and 
should be struck out if the govern- 
ment had nothing better to offer. 


PLAN PROBE 
COAL MINING 
IN PROVINCE 


‘Hoadley Announces Com- 
mission Will be Named 


Here Soon 


Establishment of a coal commis- 
sion to probe the Alberta Coal 
industry was announced in the 


legislature on Thursday night by 
Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
trade and industry in the course of 
his address on the debate on the 
speech from the throne. 

The minister declared that the 
government had intended and tried 
to obtain the services of Sir An- 
drew Duncan, but he was other- 
wise engaged, 

Instead, application had been 
made to the British mines depart- 
ment to suggest a thoroughly cap- 
able official to head the commis- 
sion. It was understood the British 
government was working on the 
subject, but that the name of the 
man was not yet available. The 
amount to be paid the official alsa 
was not yet determined. 

The minister said that the com- 
mission would not be permanent, 
but only for investigation purposes. 

The minister did not outline any 
details of the proposed probe. But 
it has been urged on the house 
several times by members and it is 
believed the scope would include 
a survey of general conditions, with 
suggestions as to how they could 
be improved to the benefit of the 
industry and province as a whole.

There, also nailed to a pole, was 
still another note announcing that 
Brown's body would be found at 
the end of Alta Vista St. in Glen- 
dale.

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SET A RATE 

Another week is drawing to a close without 
the city council having set the tax-rate, or made 
visible progress toward a reduction in expendi- 
ture which would make possible the setting 
of a rate sufficiently below that of last year 
to stir any revival of hope among house-holders 
whose homes are plastered with caveats or due 
for those marks of attention. 

From the present outlook, council might 
just as well have “gone at it blind” two months 
ago, set an arbitrary rate, and then gone into 
a huddle about how to keep expenditure within 
the fixed limit. There is rather more than an 
even chance that is the method which will yet 
have to be employed. 

There is nothing in the proceedings up to 
date to suggest that a rate of fifty mills or less 
will be struck as the result of studying the 
spending program before setting the rate. 
Unfortunately there is nothing in the circum- 
stances to suggest that a rate of anything over 
fifty mills will check the process of confiscation 
that is leaving fewer pockets every year out 
of which to get tax money. 

A good deal of sympathy is due to council 
in facing a situation that is hedged about with 
difficulties. But u good deal of sympathy is 
also due to the taxpayers in that council has 
not faced the situation with the courage that 
was required. 


WHILE WE WAIT 

Premier Bennett addressed the students of 
Queen's University. By the accounts it was a 
quite different speech to the one he made in 
Edmonton in respect to students at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. Nothing was said apparently 
obout Queen's men beiug “too choosey” in the 
matter of hunting jobs. 

Instead, the Prime Minister led his hearers 
through the airy realm of philosophy, and 
finally brought them back to earth with this 
poser: “Why, with a superabundance of the 
products of the earth, with factories, fuel, 
power, highways and railways at our disposal, 
are so many suffering from an insufficiency of 
the things of life”? 

As Mr. Bennett and a dozen and a half 
cabinet colleagues have been supposedly wrest- 
ling with the same question for five years with- 
out any evidence of having found the solution, 
it is understandable that he should seek light on 
the subject. 

But it isn’t reasonable to suppose even a 
group of college students can give him the 
formula off-hand. In fairness they are entitled 
to take as much time on the job as he has spent 
without getting the answer. 

But meantime, the “many are suffering from 
an insufficiency of the things of life” here and 
now. They can't wait five years more for jobs 
and wages, and wage-jobs supply the only 
effective means yet employed for distributing 
the buying power necessary to get these super- 
abundant things of life. 

What does the Prime Minister propose to 
do to keep these people alive while the students 
of Queen’s hunt around for the answer he 
couldn't find? 


UP TO THE PROVINCES 

Hon. W. A. Gordon, Minister of labor, told 
the House of Commons that if provincial 
governments want to carry on relief next year 
with the assistance of the Dominion they will 
have to file their proposals before the end of 
the present fiscal year, March 3lst. 

Which is to say, the “national emergency” 
is being handed over to the provinces, and 
these are told they must find ways of dealing 
with unemployment. The federal authority 
will only take a hand in the matter on their 
invitation and in such ways as they may sug- 
gest. 

The Minister, on behalf of the Dominion 
Government, thus waives responsibility for 
devising or proposing ways and means to deal 
with the situation which was declared to con- 
stitute a national problem in 1930 and which 
does certainly constitute a problem and a 
menace in 1935. If there is to be even a con- 
tinuance of the present measures for the pre- 
vention of distress, it wil] be on motion of the 
provinces, not the Dominion authority. 

But the provincial governments need not 
imagine they can sen@ along any scheme they 


like and get it accepted at Ottawa. Mr. Gordon 
makes that clear. He says Premier Taschereau 
of Quebec offered to bind his government to 


meet one-half the cost of relief in that prov- 
ince if the Dominion would meet the other 
half, ieaving the municipalities out of the pic- 
ture, That proposal had “not been acceptable” 
to the Minister for reasons not given. More- 
over he felt that when Premier Taschereau 
made the offer “he was fairly certain that he 


would not have to carry out his part of the 
bargain.” 

Other provincial premiers will have no 
trouble noting the fine points in this courteous 
observation. From it they will understand 
that if they send along schemes which are not 
“acceptable” to Mr. Gordon they will be sus- 

“THE COURT MUST TAKE 
ACCOUNT” 

“The court must take account of current 
economic conditions even in ruling on con- 
tracts’—Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, in 
delivering the majority judginent of that court 
in the gol! clause cases, 

In that brief sentence the Chief Justice of 
the court Of last resort in the United States 
shatters the whole fabric of pretence that 
money-contracts are “sacred” things even when 
they violate plain justice and common sense. 

Contracts, he says, are properly reviewable 
in the light of economic conditions drastically 
different from those under which they were 
entered into. ‘ 

Had that principle been admitted in the 
interpretation of money-contracts in Canada, 
there would have been no need of settlement- 
postponing legislation to prevent bankrupt farm- 
ers and unemployed wage-earners being turned 
out of house and home because they could not 
pay money they could not get hands on. Nor 
any need of appeals to Ottawa for sweeping 
legislation to compel the refunding of provin- 
cial and municipal bonds. 

Acting on that principle, courts could at all 
times have held the scales even as between 
creditor and debtor, whether the debtor hap- 
pened to be a hard-up individual or a city that 
could not collect the taxes it levied. 

Howls from the Shylock fraternity are the 
natural response to this declaration that the 
enforcement of a contract must be modified by 
due regard to changes in economic conditions 
which have made the letter of the contract im- 
possible of fulfilment, unjust or inexpedient as 
“against public policy.” 

Hope that Canadian governing bodies and 
courts will take courage to accept and act upon 
this interpretation of contracts will be the 
response from Canadian debtors, individual 
and collective. And not until they do so can 
there be any clear prospect of clearing up the 
debt mess, public and private.

Fritz Kreisler, the great Austrian violinist, 
figures in two stories this week. One has a note 
of sadness in it; the other, a laugh. 

Kreisler is not in sympathy with the Nazi 
persecution of artists, scientists and musicians 
merely because they happen to belong to the 
“chosen people” of the Old Testament. He has 
steadfastly refused all offers to play in Ger- 
many since {Ae Nazi regime was inaugurated. 

He has a wife, however, to whom he is 
deeply devoted. Their married life has been 
whispered about as one of the great and beau- 
tiful loves of the age. She requires surgical 
skill to save the sight of an eye—very beauti- 
ful eyes they are, judging from a portrait of 
her. So though Kreisler is on the taboo list of 
the Nazis he has gone to Berlin because the 
surgeon in whom he has the greatest confidence 
is there. Kreisler has a large house and a 
costly library in Berlin, but there they must 
remain. Hitler does not allow any riches to 
be taken out of the country. 


Money probably means but little to Kreis- 
lér. He has lost two fortunes—the first dur- 
ing the war when he served as an officer in an 
Austrian regiment, was wounded in action, 
paroled and came to this continent, where 
throughout the remainder of the war he re- 
fused to accept payment for his playing, hand- 
ing over all his fees to the Red Cross Society. 
A second fortune he lost during the stock ex- 
change slump of five years ago. Still,at sixty, 
he is able to draw $250,000 a year with the 
magic of his bow, which must be far more than 
enough for his simple needs. 


: 


And now for the little joke that Kreisler 
has been keeping to himself for many a year. 

Concert-goers who have listened to Kreisler 
or studied his programs will remember that 
many of them contain compositions from old- 
time masters of littie fame, with the words 
added “arranged by F. Kreisler.” 

Now music-criticism, be it known, is either 
the easiest or the most difficult of stuff to write. 
With the aid of a musical encyclopedia, a few 
phrases like “photographic fidelity,” “cameo- 
like clearness” and some words of reproof for 
the artist for being off tone, or for being too 
fast or too slow in passages, or for failing to 
catch the spirit of the composer, any plausible 
four-flusher can write convincing musical crit- 
icism. 

Kreisler has enjoyed many a quiet laugh 
when critics complimented him for catching the 
true interpretation of the master, or chided 
him for failing to follow the original text 
closely of works that appeared as by Vivaldi, 
or Couperin, etc. “arranged by F. Kreisler.” 
For now it is divulged that these names were 
for the most part bogus names to mask com- 
positions by Kreisler himself, written and 
played in his early days when he hadn't the 
courage to present them as his own. For 30 
years since, he hadn’t the heart to unmask 
some of the critics who professed acquaintance 
with the non-existent originals. 

The fakery of one musical critic led to the 
sudden ruin of one of the most promising and 
ambitious society illustrated magazines in 
England. Readers with good memories will re- 
call “The Queen” of 30 or more years ago. 
They will also recall that the Coronation fes- 
tivities for His Majesty King Edward Seventh 
were suddenly postponed. The day which 
should have seen His Majesty sitting on the 
Coronation stone saw him instead lying on an 
operating table having the royal appendix re- 
moved, 

A concert to be attended by their Majesties 
was to feature the evening’s festivities. The 
“Queen” appeared next day with pictures and 
stories of the coronation which had not taken 
place. Worst of all, it had a description of the 
concert which had never concerted. Its musical 
critic had therein appraised the singing of Jean 
de Resque and chided the French tenor for 
being flat in one of his passages. 

Woe is me, my musical brethren of the pen! 
The “Queen” disappeared amid storms of 
laughter and derision, accompanied by an un- 
pleasant libel suit brought by the aggrieved 
tenor.

What a pity His Majesty's appendix could 
not be recovered and sold in United States, to 
pay off the disputed war debts.

ANSWER: Pierygium is an external growth 
on the eyeball which can be removed by an 
operation. It is usually fan-shaped with the 
apex toward the pupil and the base toward the 
canthus of the eye near the nose. The operation 
is simple and would be more satisfactory than 
trying to diet for the trouble. 

QUESTION: J. F. R. writes: “I should be 
glad of your opinion in regard to the free use 
of seaweed as an adjunct to health.” 

ANSWER: The varigus seaweeds seem to be 
beneficial largely on account of the amount of 
iodine which they contain. They may be pur- 
chased in ground dehydrated form under com- 
mercial trade names. There are a number of 
foods which contain iodine and are listed in my 
special article on Food Minerals, which I will 
be glad to send to you if you will forward a 
large, self-addressed, stamped envelope. 
QUESTION—Miss Flavia W. writes: “I am 
anemic, and my doctor advises blood trans- 
fusions. What do you think about this kind of 
treatment?” 

ANSWER — Blood transfusions are most 
helpful after a loss of blood through hem- 
orrhage. If you have pernicious anemia, you are 
in a serious condition and must not depend upon 
the advice which I can give you in such a short 
answer in this column. 

QUESTION — Mrs. B. J. S. writes: “I am 
troubled with bladder inflammation and with 
an acid condition. Is this serious?” 
ANSWER—The instructions for overcoming 
bladder inflammation and acidosis are entirely 
too long to be given in a short answer such as 
this. The best plan is for you to write to me 
again. If you have had a doctor's examination, 
send a copy of his report, also enclose one large, 
self-addressed envelope and 4c in stamps.

Making Savings Unsafe 
By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Time was when the Canadian banks advertised offers of four 
per cent interest on savings bank deposits. Then the rate was 
reduced from time to time—until the 1934 report of the Royal 
Bank of Canada blandly announces that the Canadian banks are 
now paying two per cent interest on savings bank deposits, as 
being a rate in accord with current financial conditions. 


There were no meetings with savings bank depositors, no high- 
priced lawyers to argue that the details of a five million dollar 
annual profit be enquired into to see whether or no savings bank 
depositors are getting a fair share of the profits which use of their 
saved money brings to the Canadian banks. The two per cent 
rate is politely fixed without apology or regret. 


There is no gabble about the sanctity of contract; no crocodile 
tears shed over the fate of the depositor who saved up money 
and put it into the bank on the faith of the advertised rate; no 
Suggestion that the banks are running amok with savings 
accounts. i 


When the mayor of Vancouver tries to follow the example of 
the banks; explains that current financial conditions make it 
impossible to pay interest rates fixed at a time when conditions 
made it profitable for banks to pay four per cent on savings—he 
finds himself accused of running amok with the credit of the 
country; of destroying the basis of municipal credit, and of 
destroying the sanctity of contract. 


The mayor of Wancouver has not suggested that the municipal 
interest rates be cut down as low as the two per cent now paid 
by the banks. The mayor also explains and, by the tax sale records 
proves, that the demand for reduction of municipal interest rates 
is based on absolute necessity, and not on any desire to make 
profits in dealing with money as in the case of the banks. 

Thousands upon thousands of people who saved up money 
to buy homes are losing those homes at tax sales because it is 
no longer possible to pay the high taxes which must be imposed 
on account of the high municipal interest rates. 


Eloquent lawyers appear on the scene and argue, in terms 
that pull the heart-strings, that any change in municipal interest 
rates must not be allowed because bond contracts are sacred 
things. The thrifty must lost their homes, The banker's ex- 
planation that current conditions justify reduction of interest 
rates cannot be used by an individual to protect his savings and 
his home because it is repudiation. 


No nation can restore prosperity on the basis of making 
savings unsafe; whether those savings be deposited in a bank or 
used to buy a home. There must be reform or overturn. 


The safe, sane, and honest reform will be to pay off all public 
bonds in Federal legal tender, secured for retirement by a sink- 
ing fund in each instance, by a statutory charge on the revenue 
of the public assets freed by payment of a series of bonds. 

In a few years this legal tender will be the best money in the 
world; and this reform will make Canada the richest nation per 
capita in the world. 


The difference between money which is better than gold and 
fiat money, is that in the case of fiat money no provision is made 
for a fund to retire the flats. This is why bonded indebtedness 
constitutes the most acute form of inflation. The interest so de- 
vours the assets of the bond debtors that the bonds are never paid 
off; new borrowings to pay old bonds will continue to the end 
of time, unless the bonds be paid off now and the legal tender 
retired by annual payments collected from the sinking funds. 
This will make savings safe; until this is done, savings will be 
devoured by bond interest and homes sold at tax sales.

STUDENTS IN 
DEBATE UPON 
NATION ISSUES 


International Viewpoints, 
Expressed as Problems 


Discussed 


Presenting considerations of 
problems and difficulties confront- 
ing nations of the modern world, 
seven University of Alberta stu- 
dents explained the domestic and 
foreign viewpoints of outstanding 
countries at an International Club 
symposium in the Medical build- 
ing Thursday. 

Constitutional difficulties pre- 
vent the United States from join- 
ing the League of Nations, said 
Roger Coughlin, speaking for | 
America. Whereas representatives 
of European countries at Geneva 
are confident that their treaties 
and  internationsi arrangements 
will be honored by the countries 
which they represent, such is not 
the case for United States diplo- 
mats, whose international agree- 
ments must be ratified by the 
senate before becoming legally ef- | 
fective. 

That disposition of the fruits of | 
war allotted to the allies by the 
Versailles treaty was unfair to 
Italy, was the claim of Ricardo 
Massole. Other nations took ad- 
vantage of Italy’s disturbed dom- 
estic condition in 1919 to allocate 
to themselves territories which 
should rightfully have been al- 
lotted to the Mediterranean nation. 
By the Franco-Italian treaty, re- 
cently completed, some compensa- 
tion was made to the latter coun- 
try and this augurs well for the 
future of European peace, stated 
Mr. Massole. 


FRENCH ATTITUDE 

The change of attitude on the 
part of France toward the mode 
of settlement of international dis- 
putes is one of the most remark- 
able in modern diplomatic trends, 
asserted Charles Perkins. Peace- 
ful arbitration such as was used 
in the recent Saar dispute with 
Germany clearly demonstrates the 
pacific intents of France. Such 
methods would not have been used 
a few years ago, said Mr. Perkins, 
interpreting the change in diplo- 
matic tactics as a favorable por- 
tent for world peace. 

Hitler realized t\e opportunities 
of capitalizing Germany's youth 
movements, but he is fast losing

Centralization of the manage- 
ment of the public schoo! system | 
of the province will be a matter for | 
discussion at the annual mecting of 
the provincial chapter of the Im-| 


peria! Order of the Daughters of 
the Empire. This is evidenced by | 
the text of a resolution passed by | 
the executive committee of the 
provincial chapter holding its regu- | 
lar monthly meeting Thursday at | 
the Macdonald hotel, Edmonton. | 
The resolution is as follows, “That, | 
in view of what we deem undesir- | 
able conditions pertaining in many | 
of the school districts of Alberta, | 
and for which this executive feels) 
the loca] schoo] boards to be either 
directly or indirectly responsible, 
and which are not considered con- 
ducive to maintaining the standard 
of éducation desired by the citizens | 
of this province, this executive 
committee would recommend to 
the provincial chapter, that a re- 
quest be made to the government 
for the introduction of legislation | 
which will lead toward the central- 
ization of management of the 
school sections of the province.” 
Advocation of such a rather dras- 
tic change in the system is the re- 
sult of the consideration of protests 
over a period of years from a great 
many chapters of the order in the 
province, according to the provin- 
cia] president who further said that 
it was the general feeling of the 
members of the I.O0.D.E. that the 
great majority of the people of the 
province, desired that all residents 
and particularly the youth of Al- 
berta should be inculcated with a 


proper respect for authority and 
the desire to promulgate British 
traditions and ideals, but that ex- | 


perience was proving that the pres- 
ent system was hampering progress 
along these lines. The recent ac- | 
tion of the school board at Blair- | 
more in declaring a holiday to 
commemorate the Russian Revolu- 
tion had given offence too not only 
members but to a great many of 
our citizens, and had brought vig- 


orous protests from the municipal 
chapters of the order at Calgary 
and Lethbridge as well as other 


places. Living conditions for teach- 
ers, particularly women teachers, 
were being discussed with concern 
by many chapters, as also the in- 
ability of many boards to finance 
the salaries of their teachers. These 
conditions, due the present 
autonomy enjoyed by the boards, 
all tended to detract from the full- 
est benefits of the system and it is 
felt that the only remedy which 
would be effective would be a cen- 
tralization of authority

DR. H. E. SMITH 


Nearly 150 Salesmen Hear 
Talk on “Applied 
Psychology” 


“Ninety-nine per cent of our 
religious and political beliefs have 
come by way of suggestion,” said 
Dr. H. E. Smith, University of 
Alberta, during an address, “Ap- 
plied Psychology,” given at the 
annual Life Insurance convention, 
held in the Macdonald hotel, Fri- 
day. 

Attended by nearly 150 insurance 
salesmen from the northern section 
of the province the convention was 
sponsored by the Edmonton Life 
Underwriters’ Association. 

The business of suggestion, said 
Dr. Smith, was an everyday occur- 
ance and it was an important quest- 
ion as to whether any definite rules 
could be applied to its use. 

Points in the psychology of sell- 
ing, in addition to the power of 
suggestion were undivided concen- 
tration, precaution by use of reason 
or logic and the education of an in- 
dividual to one’s own viewpoint, 
said Dr. Smith. These points were 
outlined by the speaker in their ap- 
plication to salesmanship.

WILL REGULATE 
PHONE FIRMS 


Regulation of telephone compan- 
ies incorporated to carry on sections 
of the Alberta Government Tele- 
phones rural lines, is provided for 
in a bill respecting rural mutual 
telephone companies, introduced 
into the legislature by Hon, George 
Hoadley, minister of telephones. 

The bill provides that a tele-

The work of Miss Lydia 
Gruchy, whose case is the im- 
mediate cause of the present con- 
sideration of the matter in the 
United Church, would compare 
most favorably with that of any 
man similarly situated. Maude 
Royden is one of the world’s | 
greatest preachers. 

“The practical matter is: Will 
women want to be ordained, ex- 
cept in a few instances? Will 
they be eager for it, get it and 
fail to use it, as with the fran- 
chise? How will marriage affect 
their work and standing as or- 
dained ministers, and will con- 
gregations want them?”

TRADE DEFICIT 


Adverse Balance More 
Than $100,000,000 with 
Trade Fall 


DUBLIN, Feb. 22—An adverse 
trade balance of more than §100,- 
000,000, the highest yet recorded, 
coupled with a fall in total trade, 
with $510,000,000 in 1930, to $285,- 
000,000 jn 1934, is prompting the 
big drive for trade agreements the 
Free State is making with Ger- 
Many and Belgium. 

Of the total export trade for last 
year, according to the official 
figures just published, $185,000,000 
represented imports and $90,000,- 
000 the total of exports and re- 
exports. The total export trade 
was $10,000,000 higher than in 1933, 
the difference being in the value 
of imports. 


CANADA BENEFITS 
Practically all Irish exports were 
the United Kingdom, from 
whom she purchased the bulk of 
her goods. Exports to Canada were 
only $150,000, the dominion selling 
in return goods worth $5,475,000. 

A large proportion of the high 
trading deficit for the year is re- 
garded as capital expenditure, in- 
dicating the new economic trend 
of the state. Under the heading 
of machinery and electrical goods 
and equipment—machinery for 
new mills and factories—there was 
an increase in almost every item 
in 1934 over 1933, the total for the 
previous year being approximately 
$7,500,000, and for 1934 $12,500,000, 
Iron and steel and the manufac- 
tures thereof increased by nearly 
100 per cent. 

Building materials ran up by 
nearly 200 per cent. There were 
big increases in deal planks and 
boards, tiles, general. earthenware, 
plate end sheet glass, asbestos 
manufactures and cement, ac- 
counted for by the requirements 
of the national housing schemes. 

On the other hand, decreases 
were shown in imports of sugar, 
now being made in the Free State's 
four beet sugar factories, 
equipped by Germany; wheaten 
flour (22 mills are now at work) 
and wearing apparel. 


DEFECT OF FIN 
WRECKS MACON 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 22,--A 
defect in the design of the dirigible 
Macon caused her to founder and 
fall into the Pacific ocean off Point 
Sur, central California, Command- 
er T. L. Gatch, judge advocate of 
the navy court of inquiry, declared 


today. 

Gatch declared undoubtedly the 
failure of the diagone) girders 
punctured the gas cells allowing 
the tall of the ship to be unsup- 
ported and causing it to drop into 
the ocean a week ago. Two of the 
83 men aboard lost their lives in 
the crash. 


U.S. Army Gets 
46,250 More Men 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22. — The 
Alouse of Representatives Thursday 
voted to increase the strength of 
the United States army from 118,- 
750 to 165,000 men. 

Originally, the provision in the 
$370,000,000 war department appro- 
priation bill left it to President 
Roosevelt's discretion whether to 
meke the increase.

Within 30 Days.

LONG BEACH, Calif., Feb, 22.— 
Stimulation of business and a vast 


unemployment relief program, 
which would lead to immediate 
prosperity, are depicted in the 


colossal yet sintple pension plan 
conceived by Dr. F. E. Townsend, 
retired municipal health officer. 

In view of old age pension dis- 
cussions being carried on through- 
out Canada, it will be of interest 
to Canadians. 

At the present time nearly 4,000.- 
000 persons throughout United 
States have signed a petition favor- 
ing the plan, which calls for the 
payment by the government of a 
$200 monthly pension to every per- 
son of 60 years of age and over, 
with the stipulation that the pen- 
sioner spend the money in the 30- 
day period. 

Dr. Townsend stated he intends 
to present the petition at the next 
congress where he will seek such 
legislation.

CANNED GOODS 


Horticultural Council In 
Favor of Aiding Natural 
Growers Product 


OTTAWA, Feb. 22.—The Cana- 
dian horticultural council Thurs- 
day suggested removal of the six- | 
cent sales tax on domestic ol 


goods, but not before delegates had 
threshed out the controversis! 
question of Ontario and Quebec 
“home canners.” 

The council decided to recom- 
mend to the federal government 
thet the natural product be exempt | 
from the tax, but that the levy re- 
mains on tins, labels and cases. 

The discussion again raised the 
question of the Ontario tomato 
growers’ and canners' agreement 
for a fixed price on the pack for 
the 1935 crop. The agreed price 
would be substantially above 1934 
levels, growers’ representatives in 
close touch with the scheme re- 
vealed and a public announcement 
was expected about March 1 if the 
government decides to authorize it. 


CONTRACT REVISIONS 

An agreement for revision of the 
contract between growers and can- 
ners dealing with dockage and 
other matters reviewed by the 
price spreads and mass buying 
commission was fully as important 
as the price agreement, it was also 
emphasized. 

e six per cent sales tax on! 
canned tomatoes amounted to 85 
per cent on the raw product, it was 
established by the commission's 
investigation,” Paul Fisher of Bur- 
lington, Ont, chairman of the 
council legislation committee, de 
clared.

GOVERNMENT BLAMED . 

“Despite the fact,” Mr. Bennett 
said, “that the government select- 
ed a commission and left it to the 
working out of the public owner- 
ship of radio, the fact is, and a 
very evident fact too, that the gov- 
ernment is blamed for its adminis- 
tration and political capital is made 
of the manner in which it is ad- 
ministered, Now all that a govern- 
ment can do is to endeavor to 
secure a commission that will ad- 
minister any public utility, or any 
public act subject to the provisions 
of the act. When it fails to do so, 
it supplies, shall I say, aid and 
succor and support to those who are 
opposed to what has been so often 
designated as public ownership.

Canadian dealers contracting for 
United States produce at points of 
origination had their market cut 
from under them by truckers mov- 
ing across the border whenever 
Detroit, Buffalo, Seattle and other 
United States border markets were 
glutted and prices rapidly falling, 
Howard Fisher said. Proteetion 
for the Canadian produce dealer 
should not, however, be made the 
basis of higher prices to the con- 
sumer. 


URGE CO-OPERATION 


Co-operation of growers with 
canners and processors of fruits 
and vegetables in joint national 
advertising campaigns, was the 
basis of a resolution by E. B. Luke, 
of Montreal, requesting the domi- 
nion marketing board to include 
such activities in its regulations 
for local marketing boards.

‘That result was made inevitable, 
many thought, by a statement from 
Herbert Hoover, titular head of the 
Republican party, pushing the vast 
implication of the verdict—and 
himself to the forefront of political 
discussions. 

His urge for a return to the 
monetary standards of other days 
stirred up, figuratively, a gold hor- 
net's nest. 


TORRID DEBATE 

The situation was intensified by 
a quick and chilly reply from an 
administration spokesman, and by 
a torrid senate debate which saw 
two factions of the democratic 
party battling each other on the 
court's finding the government had 
no right to disregard the gold pay- 
ment promise of its own bonds, 

Upholding in private statements 
Hoover's view that the currency 
should be made immediately re- 
deemable in gold, senate Republi- 
ean leaders for the most part 
scrupulously avoided taking any 
part in the acrid argument which 
divided the senators on the other 
side of the aisle. Ingtead, they 
gleefully watched the Democrats 
fight it out among themselves. 


MORGENTHAU SATISFIED 

Meanwhile, Secretary Henry 
Morgenthau, the New Deal's out- 
standing spokesman on monetary 
questions, promptly decepted the 
gauge flung across the continent by 
the former president 

“Lam perfectly satisfied with the 
way our monetary policy has 
worked out during the last year 
and see no reason for changing it,” 
he told newspapermen, .He made

Last bill to go through the house | 
yesterday afternoon was the insur- 
ance bill. | 


SEEDS-BEER LEAD 
Assurance of seed grain and sup- 
plies to farmers in the drouth 
areas and the beer parlor measure, 
the latter probably the most-dis- | 
cussed legislation before the house, 
were outstanding matters before 
the session of the Saskatchewan 
legislature just concluded. 

Four bills were passed daaling 
with seed grain and supplies, by 
which the provincial treasurer and 
the municipalities are empowered 
to borrow money to finance the 
j scheme at a rate of interest not to 
exceed seven per cent.
